Search for the 


treasure

Using methods employed 
in finding. the Spanish Arma- 
da galleon in Tobermory Bay, 
treasure-seckers have located 
‘timbers of what may be the 
wreck of the Grosvenor, an 
East Indiaman, wrecked on 
‘the South African coast in 
1782, 

The venture for the £6,000,000 
treasure of this. famous'wreck 1s 
belng bucked by Dr. N. Bartman, 
a former Harley Street surgeon. 

The treasure-seckers use ‘jet 
spears” and work from ski boats 
‘in the rough’ surf which has kept 
its seerct, and its millions, for 
178 yenrs. They have made con- 
tact with timber in three places, 
all 30 fect below surface, 

And@if ‘Dr. Bartman finds the 
treasure, he intends to , give it’ 
away. 

He told me: “I am financially 
interested In salvaging the 
Grosvenor’s treasure,, and any~ 
thing I may make out of it will 
#0 to charity.” . 

And he means it, for it was he 
who saved the atecl from the liner 
City of Lincoln, wrecked off the 
treacherous Cape coast, and gave 
the proceeds to a fund for pollo- 
myelitis research, : 

Lending the 12 to 15 men is 
Dirk Duivenstein—“a brave {el- 
low who js working at the risk of 
hls life," says Dr, Bartmah. 

»— “Like. his_methods"’, .Dr..Bart- 
man told me, “and they are simi- 
lar to those used in’ Tobermory 
Bay." mys 

The supposed site of the 
Grosvenor wreck Iles on u coast 
rightly named the Wild: Coast, 
‘slightly North of Port, St. John's, 
where a tropical river cuts its 
wuy through two towering head- 
lands, covered in lush vegetation, 
to the sea.,

’ The road, in the thin misty 
autumn rain, was thick ih mud, 
and my car sank up to the axles 
as I neared the treasure spot, now 
deserted, except for the camp of 
the men. 
remains of works constructed by 
former treasure-seckers—a tun-

Servants of the -women found 
b y an expedition which went to 
search, unavailingly, for survivors, 
reported that tho natives had 
killed them all. To this. day, 
however, coloureds, Jiving around 
Flagstaff! are rcported to be 
descendants of the women of the 
Grosvenor, 

The natives treated the sur- 


ylvors brutally, killing many. A], 


contrast to today, where ‘the red- 
blanketed natives, the women 
smoking long wooden pipes, wave 
cheerfully to the passers-by. 
Said Hynes of the privations he 
and a handful of survivors cne 
dured: , “We left this man lik 
wise on the spot where he died, 
and departed without being much 
shocked by the event, as everyone 
of-us~was~now~ worn-~out~ ‘with 
hunger and fatigue; and... rather 
considered such ao deliverance a 
consummation deGoutly to be 
wished, than to be dreaded.” 
.From the morning of August 6, 
‘1782, when the parties set off with 
one tub of pork and two of flour, 
no.white man’ has ever seen the 
Grosvenor. Many attempts have 
been made to find the fabulous 
trensure-ship but all have failed. 
Later, today’s searchers will use 
divers and frogmen equipment 
from America, It remains ‘to be 
seen whethtr the Grosvenor and 
the Wild Coast keeps it secret. +
